June MB Bes Pruffian army which had 

» fo long kept the Swedith 
troops blocked up in Stralfund and the Ifle 
of Rugen, entirely evacuated that part of 
Pomerania belonging to Sweden, their rear 
guard having, that day, repaffed the river 
Pene, Tle fame day the firft divifion of the 
réinforcemént expected from Sweden, arri- 
ved near Straifund ; and, July 1, a detache 
ment from the Swedifh army marched to 
attack the few Pruffiap troops that had been 
left at Anclam, Demmin, and other places, 
t0 guard the Pruffian frontier on that fide, 
Me to the ret of the Proffian’ troops that 
were in’Pomerania, they had all affembled 
together under cownt Dolina, and marched 
cowatds the éaftern frontier of Pruffian Po- 
merania, to oppofe the Ruffian army under 
general Fermer, who had began to penetrate 
into that frontier, But after having ravaged 


forhe “diftri@s in that dutchy, the Ruffians | 


altered their courfe, turned to the left, and 
marched towards Silefia, with a view, per- 
Raps, to join another Ruffian army under 
eneral Brown, who had marched through 
land, ‘and by that time had pafied by 
Pofiia; fo that, by thé ‘rf inftant, both thefe 
armies were upon the frontiers of Silefia, 
and fome of their Coflacks had made an in 
road into that province, to the great terror 
ofthe inhabitants, “ " . 
While the Ruffians ‘were thus flowly 2d- 
vanoiig; the kingOf Pruffia Was vigoroufly 
pt on the fiege of Olmttz; but as a 
molt obftinate defence’ was made, by ‘the 
brave general Marfha! the governor, it held 
‘out longer than his Pruffian majefty ex- 
pected, fo that his army began'to be in want 
‘of amraunition “ant ‘provifions ; therefore, 
he ‘had ordered a large convoy of both to be 
fent tothim from Silefia. Of this, it feems, 
count Daun got information, and he refolved 
to intercept it, if poffible, For this purpofe 
fe privately fent out two Ttrong détach- 
ments, one under general Loudohn, and the 
‘other under genera!

lars, being 30,000 men, and by count Dan's 
army, which was twice as flrong, The Ring 
having gained three marches, halted, and 
having refrethed his troops, marched, in order 
of battle, to Koniggratz, on the 12th inftant ; 
attacked and routed the Auftrian forces. 
But count Daun having received fome rein- 
forcements, attacked his Pruffian majefty, in 
his turn, and was, after a very obftinate and 
bloody engagement, repulfed and defeated. 
The Pruffians have taken feveral ‘large ma- 
gazines, a great many cannon, and an im- 
menfe quantity of baggage."”
